One Cause of Sore Eyes. 

A prominent oculist says that the 
contagious granular inflammation of 
the eyes is spreading rapidly through- 

out this country, and that he has been 

able ina majority of cases to trace the 

disease to what are commonly called 

roller-towels. Towels of this kind 
are generally found in country hotels 

and in the dwelling of the work- 
ing classes, and being thns used by 
everyone, are made the carriers of the 

most dangerous and, as regards its 
symptoms, most troublesome disease 
of the eye. This bring the case, it is 
urgently recommended that the use 
of these rolling towels be discarded, 
and thus one of the special vehicles for 
the spread of a most dangerous disor- 
der of the eyes—one by which thou- 
sands of workingmen.are annually de- 
prived of their means of support— 
will oo longer exist. While roller 
towels are used in the East, their use 
in the West seems to be universal; 
and it is easily perceptible how a neg - 
lect of soap and water may cause the 
virus of the disease to be transmitted 
to the towel, and thence to the eyes of 
the next person using it. As it is im- 
possible to furnish a clean towel for 
every person washing his face at the 
common washstand, the best rule to 
be observed is to wipe the face with 
the cleanest part of the towel after 
wetting and rinsing it, and wipe the 
eyes with one’s own pocket handker- 
chief.

CHINESE AS CITIZENS. 


The Nevada Transcript states that 
the Board uf Education of that place 
recently denied the petitions of “four 
Chinamen to be admitted as pupils of 
the public schoo)s” there, the reason 
given being a lack of schoolroom ac- 
commodation. It is more than likely, 
however, that the Board had other 
reasons for its action. If the appli- 
cants were really ‘‘Chinamen” as 
stated, and not the children of such, 
the Board would be justified in deny- 
ing them admission to the schools, 
as they are not eligible to become 
citizens. The Constitution of the 
United States says, however, that one 
class of citizens shall not be discriminat- 
ed against more than another; and as 
native-born children of Chinese are 
eligible to cizenship, they are entitled 
to such privileges as all other native 
born children. At least, such seems 
to be the only logical conclusion that 
can be arrived at from the wording 
of the fundamental law of the lan a. 
All children born in this State, or in 
the United States, are citizens; and if 
sO one Class must be entitled to all 
the privileges accorded another. In- 
deed, an eminent lawyer in San Fran- 
eisco lately informed the Sacramento 
Bee that within the next year 
or two there would be some two or 
three theusand eligible to vote, having 
been born in California, and that there 
is no legal power that can justly deny 
them the exercise of the rights and 
privileges of citizenship. Such ap- 
pears te be the law, disagreeable as it 
may be to many.
